ThE VIC ORLA PRESS AND OUR NEW TARIFF, 

pPhatthe promulgation of the new tariff bas 
cabsed @ most ‘profound sensation in Vietoria 
may easily be gathered from the poblic prints, 
And yét we have private advices which assare us 
that the half.has not been told. While profes- 
sipg the most complete security apd p distinct 
iknowled&e of what was coming, it ie not difficult 
to. detect indications of a midnight surprise, with 
all its coneomitant confasion and ¢ontradictory 
assertion. One paper admits that no heavier 
blow could be strack at the commercial supre- 
niacy of Victoria, and in the very next issue avers 
that the new tariff will injare British Columbia 
instéad of helping it ; while another paper as- 
serts that it will prove utterly harmless all round. 
One paper says'that a knowledge on the part of 
the Home Government that the Tariff imposes 
an ad valorem duty upon the valne of goods 
atthe place of export, “nvt,'as ix theordimary 


“custom, wpon the value at\ the place of importation,” 


will prevent its receiving Imperial sanction ! 
Another paper admits the principle of the Tnriff 


. to be perfectly fair and “ English in its charac- 


ter.” . Is it not pitiful to. see the press, which 
ought to enlighten, mould, direct public opinion, 
80 deplorably uninformed ? It is not, however, 
so moch with the eccentricities and glaring  in- 


consistencies of the press of the neighboring col- 


ony that we would now have to'do, ‘ds to'point ' 


out and expose a false impression insiduously 
sought t0'be made upon 'British Coltimbia mind 
with respect to the practical results of the new 
Tariff... “It is gravely asserted, in a leatling arti- 
cle in the Colonist, that it will at once canse & 
decrement to the revenue’ of this colony and raise 
the price of imported goods to the consomer, It 
were a mere work of supererrogation to. under- 
take to.show that both these results cangot pos- 
sibly, follow the enactment of the new Tariff, \in- 
asmich as the proposition is too contradictdry 
in itself.to need any refutation, If gids 
bronght in under the new tariff pay a heavier 
duty the révenue must just be increased to the 
extent of the difference. That the duty upon 
goods exported to this colony from Victoria will 
be higher we admit ; and that goods so exported 
will be dearer to thé consumer’ we also admit, 
But that importations from Portldnd,) San Fran- 
cisco, England, or any of the produeingiand man- 
ufacturing markets will pay a higher duty we 
positively deny.
